bring peace to our country. We hope to see a secure 
environment soon in the sky of our country. 

One of the problems created by war is the problems of 
mines and UXOs which are lying as the death traps in our 
homes, buildings, springs, subways and in different parts of 
our country. 




OMAR Female MEA program pay special attention for children training. 



This blind enemy doesn't differentiate between the civilian 
and army, takes their lives and kills or disable them. 
As it is, all victims of these death traps and blind enemies 
are females and children. These sacrifices are given by those 
people who have never taken part in the war especially 
female, children, and the aged people. According to the 
Afghan culture and Islamic laws, women are excused of 
every sort of wars, and attacks. 

Even during the primary Islamic wars the women's job was 
always of nursing even the other side have never aggressed 
them. Even in the Afghan civil war the women's job was 
just limited to providing the necessary aids to the victims but 
were never attacked and aggressed by the other side. In the 
recent wars all the Islamic humanitarian and national laws 
have been trampled and women have also been made the 
victims of wars. 

In these wars such dangerous items have been used that 
nobody is safe from them, like mines UXOs, booby traps 
and such other ammunitions.

In the past few years reduction of international aids 
towards Afghanistans reconstruction and 
rehabilitation and also returning of returnees to 
their home tow n. Once again it was necessar> to 
expand the program of CBMEA in an effecti\ e and 
\ ast w a\ 

OMAR welfare organization once again started 
practically the CBMEA program from August 
1994 and took actixe part in it. We should say 
that for the finishing of mines and UXO s dangers 
along with nnnc clearance program OMAR 
organization paid an attention towards MEA 
program also. 

OMAR made a long term plan for the success of 
CBMEA but it will bring its fruit only when the 
community and the authorit\ took an acti\e and 
\ns\ part in this program. 
According to Afghan and Islamic culture and 



tradition, which are mentioned in first \olume of 
.AMN magazine OM.AR Organization was hopcfiil 
that this program will reduce the nunc dangers but 
unfortunateh due to the communit> backwardness 
in socio-Economic and administrati\c s>stcm the 
impact of the program w asn't so as it w as expected. 

So in Jan. 1997 once again this program was 
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rc\ ised and OMAR tried to impro\e its qualil> and 
decrease the quantity in different areas. 

And also tried to implement CBMEA program 
according to the countr> conditions and to find the 
abilit\ of doing it practicalK and expand it. 
These reasons and changes came into being at the 
time of practice, so. we couldn't get the chance to 
publish in the first \ olume of AMN. 
Now we are in 2nd \ oIume. 
One thing, w Inch we can sa> with full confidence, 
is that Afghan people in different areas w ith their 
abilities lake interest in expansion of tiiis program, 
and show their fiill cooperation according to 
Islamic and Afghan tradition and culture. 
Due to the last two decades of war in Afghanistan, 
social and economical s\stem was destro>cd. and 
the actix e part of people and their interest arc not 
on the scale as it was possible and expected. 
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OMAR HEALTH CLINIC ACTCUITCES (N HERAT. 
^ KANDAHAR AND KABUL PROUCNCES 



OMAR's Field Medical Unit (OMAR-FMU) 

comprising of one Afghan doctor (MD) and one 
paramedic, was formed chiefly lo provide 
backup cmergena services in the field. The 
unit has also provid<4^p|fNto OMAR personnel 
and local populations in Herat province. ^ch 
demining team is accompanied by two 
paramedics and a wellequipt ambulance on-site 
for emergencies. 

Thd ambulances have bilateral radio contact 
which facilitates field staff contact with OMAR 
headquarters. OMAR medical personnel run a 
clinic six days in a week (Saturday through 
Thursday) in Herat where all OMAR personnel, 
as wcW as local men women and children are 
examined and ircalcd. Prescribed, medicine is 
aiso distributed to Ihc patients free of charges. 
In Herat province, the majority of the cases 
encountered were: Rnteric fever. Bronchitis. 
Conjunctivitis. Gaslro-cntritis. Amocbiasis and 
Dysenter> \ Most ol llie cases encountered were 
treated in the clinic and more serious cases were 
referred lo the nearest hospitals. 



OMAR employed a doctor for two de-mining 
teams working in Kabul and Kandiihar 
provinces to provide emergency medical services 
for OMAR deminig personnel as well as for the 
local civilians. 

The majority of the cases encountered in the 
clinic in Kandahar province include T>T)hoid. 
Malaria. Lcishmania. Dyscnter> and flue. Most 
of the cases were treated at tlie clinic and more 
serious cases were referred to the nearest 
hospitals. 

During the reporting period, a total number of 
6.519 patients were examined and treated in 
Kabul, Kandahar and Hcrrat provinces. The 
figure consisted 890 local man. 2.381 women. 
1,839 children. 983 OMAR de-mincrs, and 426 
admin. Staff.

Pemining Activities: 

During the past eighteen years Afghanistan was 

the battle field between the government and 
opposition forces. During this period the whole 
countr}' received sever distractions and 
damages b\' rocket, tank and artillcn, attacks, 
bombardment. planted land-mines, and 
unexploded ordnances ( UXOs). 
Most of the areas affected by mines are 
agricultural fields, irrigation canals and grazing 
areas'. Mines have also been used in roads, 
residential and commercial areas. 

In the recent two \ears. people rushed into 
Kabul, Kandahar and Heart provinces from 
refugee camps in Iran and Pakistan, wishing to 
restart normal lives. . 

However, there was an emergenc> need for 
itemining activities. A large number of 
civilians in Kabul, Kandahar and Herrat 
provinces, especially children, youths and 
women have been admitted to public or 
International committee of the Red Cross 
(ICRC) Hospital daiK due to sever injuries 
caused by land-mines and UXO scattered 
ever\w'here in the above provinces e.g. in 
schools, farms, footpaths, linking and main 
roads, etc. 

Outstanding demiiiing Activities: 

In July 97, on request of ICRC in Herrat our 
demining team defuse a booby trap 
During the nine month operations OMAR's Demining 
provinces are as follow:

grenade while ICRC personnel and UNOCHA 
operation officers were present on the spot. 
In August 97 the police department called our 
office in Herrat that a small volks wagon 
parked in a crowded bazaar where thousands of; 
people was doing business, was being loaded 
\\ ith bomb. Our demining team reached the 
spot and found out that beneath the oil tank of 
the vehicle some 50 kg TNT was technically 
fixed and was connected in the vehicles engine 
switch, the team could successfulH neutralized 
the bomb. This way our deminig team saved 
the lives of thousands of innocent Afghan 
civilians. 

Operation : 

OMAR's six demining teams (A. B. C. D. E. & 
F) were working in Herrat cit} . Enjeel, Kohsaii, 
Guzarah, Pashtoon Zarghun, Kuslik, Zendajan 
districts of Herrat province and in Anardara, 
Farahroad Balablook districts of Farab 
province. 

Kandahar as a winter region, is a top priority 
area for mine clearance. OMAR has decided to 
deplo\ two demining teams (G & II) to 
Kandahar which were carr\ing out demining 
operation in Kabul cit\ during the summer 
season. OMAR has sent both of the teams to 
Kandahar for demining purposes assuming 
hardships oh the way to Kandahar province, to 
help and rescue the innocent people whose lives 
are under the threat of land-mines and UXO. 
Meanwhile Kabul as a summer region, there 
had been an urgent need for demiiimg 
operations to be mounted OMAR 
administration felt the need to send two deminig 
teams to Kabul. After reaching Kabul city both 
teati^ '^re ^plo\ ed fO SImh Shaheed. They 
commenced mine clearance operations on T' 
April 1997 and are still working there. 
They worked on three tasks in irrigation and 
grazing areas and successfulK completed them. 

activities in Kabul , Kandahar, Farah and Herrat 
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As a result (48) demining tasks (one task in Kabul, five in Kandahar. 9 in Farah and 33 in Herrat) were 
successfiilly completed. In addition our demining teams worked on Battle Area and cleared one task in 
Herrat for IDPs and four tasks in Farah province.

female, 237722 children and 284 international 
NGOs' staff were directly trained by MEA 
program. An enough amount of training 
materials such as mine, visual notebooks, silk- 
screens, posters, brochures and Mine ID books 
were distributed among trainees at the end of 
MEA courses. 

Five . sign-boards were erected, one in the center 
of Nadi AU district, one in Hazar Joft Bazaar, 
one in the center of Nawa, one on the bridge 
that separates Nimrooz and Helmand provinces 
and one at Jalalabad Airport. Two maps of 
Afghanistan were painted near Nangarhar 
Restaurant and outside of Red Crescent 
Society's building at Shi^am Bagh of 
Jalalabad city. One map is also painted on out 
side wall of Torkham telecommunication 
department. Also in Kabul and Ghazni 
provinces. Mine models and related instructions 
and signs were painted in visible places. 

CBMEA Program's 
Sustainable Development: 

You know that OMAR in consideration with 
current situation is ii^lementing CBMEA 

progra;m in a new modified manner. It must be 
said that since January 1997 up to June 1997 a 
great number of V.Cs were established through 
this program in various provinces of 
Afghanistan. The number of these V.Cs 
reached to more than one hundred comprising 
of one thousand people. 

Since, the r^ular collection of data from such a 
great number of V.Cs and monitoring their 
performance was quite difficult for MEA 
teams, therefore, this program was implemented 
in the form of pilot project by OMAR after 
mutual understanding with UNOCHA. 
The implementation of the program has started 
in ward 1 and Bagrami district of Kabul 
province, and in center, Dehyak and Ander 
districts of Ghazni province Mi^mcmlhs of 
July and August; the experimental result of 
which will be available by tiie end of year. 
According to the new program, each MEA 
team after the consultation of general public 
select in every new location four persons who 
after a three days training workshop participate 
in direct training of MEA teams. After one 
mon& practical woric with MEA teams, they 
expBud this program as CBMEA in their 
respective areas. In this manner the program 
remains alive permanently in every location.
